% Ib. cooked, peeled and
cleaned shrimp, fresh
or frozen, or 3 cans
(4%-0z. each) shrimp
1 cup onion rings
2 tbs. melted fat or oil
1 can (10%-0z.) condensed
cream of celery soup
1 can (4 oz.) mushrooms,
stems and pieces,
drained
1 tsp. Worcestershire
sauce
Dash pepper
2 cups seasoned mashed
potatoes
1 tbs. chopped parsley
Paprika

Thaw frozen shrimp or
drain canned shrimp. Rinse
canned shrimp with cold
water. Cook onions in fat
until tender. Combine all in-
gredients except potatoes,
parsley, and paprika, Com-
bine potatoes and parsley.
Pour shrimp mixture into
a wellgreased pie pan,
10x1% inches. Top with a
border of potatoes. Sprinkle
with paprika. Bake at 450
degrees for 15 to 20 minutes
or until lightly
